The 
Mikado instructed his eoininissioners at the I’ortland fair to exert ttieir 
utmost efforts to make a notaide showing for Japan. AceordiiiKly, the Jap¬ 
anese commissioners set themseives to the task of breaking the St. Ijouis 
record. They secured more than half tlie space in the Oriental Exhibit 
Palace, making by far the best showing of any foreign government. 

When it became evident that the peace envoys at Portsmouth would 
reach an agreement, the Japanese determined to give exprssion to their ap¬ 
preciation of President Roosevelt’s efforts as a peacemaker by arranging 
some sort of a celebration at the exposition, the only place where the Jap¬ 
anese people at this moment are offlclall.v taking part in any American en¬ 
terprise of general public importance. They hit upon the Idea of a peace 
jubilee carnival. It Is said that about $10,000 was expended by the Jap¬ 
anese representatives In the carnival, and the day was known as “Japan 
Pay" at the exjMJsltlon.

Daling witli Hie seieiiee prolilems of 
the tweiitietli eeiitury I’rofessor A. E. 
Dollieiir says eoneeriiiiig the all-em- 
liraelng mystery of electricity:

Koine einlnent 
seiiMillfie men are hefoggi'd liy Hie 
tliiesHoii, say it Is somi' nltlmate nil 
kiiowalile tiling, and hopeless ns an !n- 
ipiiry. If it lie a somi'tliiiig it must 
lie deserilied liy its constant properties 
as oHicr tilings are. If it lie unlike 
everything else then it can not tie 
deserilied liy terms that apiil.v to any- 
Hilng else. -All material things liave 
some eommon proiiertles. .\ glowing 
coal is an Ineandesceiit solid, llaiiie Is 
nil iiiiiindeseent gas, lint iiellher glow 
nor tlnnie exists iiinirt from Hie iiiiitter 
that exhililts Hie phenomena. lioHi 
are eoiiditioiis of parHcnlar kinds of 
matter. 

“If eleetrle pheiiomenii are different 
from gravitalive or Hiermal luiiiliioiis 
plieiioiiiena it does not folloiv that 
electricity Is mlraeiiloiis or that it is a 
snhstiinee. We know pretty Hioroiigti- 
ly wliat to expect from it, for it Is 
iliiiiiititiiHvely related to meeliiinieal 
and tlieriiial and Iiiiiiiiioiis ptieiiomeiia 
as they are to each oHier: so if tliey 
are eoiidltioiis of mill ter Hie presniii|i- 
tion would lie strongly in favor of elec

ommunlty Modeled After Kdward 

f Bellamy’s ’’Lookinie Backward. 

A eoiuniunity which closely approxl- 
^tee Bellamy’s “Looking Rackwartl” 
itCosme, a little settlement near Asun¬ 
cion, Paraguay, described by WllllaiE 
i atmann in the Leipsic Grenzbotea 
Rquallty, democracy and community 
of wealth and work are the principles 
oil which It Was founded In 181)4 by a 
sjillt In a colony of Australian euil- 
grants to Paraguay. “The houses ol 
tlie settlers lie together and form a 
small village and are small, pretty and 
clean. They have only one story anj 
are built of boards and shingled oi 
roofed with mazegu grass. The rooj 
hangs far over the side walls and Is 
supported by jmsts, a detail which al¬ 
lows for a wide veranda—most wel 
(X):ne adjunct in hot weather. On one 
side of the house is a small outbuild¬ 
ing which ('ontalns the kitchen, aiiil 
[every house has its garden. Little 
'piautations of sugar cane lie between 
the houses aud tlie gardens. 

■'Up to the jire.seiit the dwelling 
houses cover only a (luartcr of the 
sjiace which has been reserved for the 
I vlll ige, and when Herr Laciuuim visit 
■ ed the place there were some twenty 
I houses CK.-cupIed and 108 In course ot 
j erection.

Aliout tin' most daugcrous idiice to 
seek slu'ltcr ill a tliuiidcr storm is 
umlcr ail oak or elm tree, as was 
lU'oved agiilii liy the experience of a 
[lozeu perSoms lit Prospect Park, 
ItrtKiklyn, only a sliort time ago. 'I'liis 
fact has long hct'ii known to scientists, 
l)Ut many iiersoiis arc klllisl every 
year tiy llglitiiiiig because of the lack 
or disregard of tills ki'.owlislgo. 

Ttie totiil annual loss of life by 
ligliliiljig is not known, for complcto 
statistics oil tlie siitijccl liave ubver 
lief'ii kept, A few years ago ttie Pnl- 
U'd States weather bureau atteiupCEd 
something of llie kind in a tentative 
way. Its expert.s Itgun'd out tlie av¬ 
erage uumher of persons killed by 
llglitiiing yearly In tho Piiited Statta 
js H12. But this ■was not complete. 
From si'veral States In the Union tho 
well tiler tmi'eau received no reports. 

The reiiorts receivt'd did show that 
of all that lightning killed only' a few 
were struck in the open Held. Most 
of the killed and injured. It was found, 
tiad sought shelter from thunderstorms 
under trees, In doorways of barns of 
near clilinneys. 

While no record of the kinds of trees 
most often struck hy lightning has 
ever been kept in tlie United States, 
the lightning-rod confereiicc held In 
Knglaml in 1S81 reported that In the 
Unltf-d Kingdom the trees most often 
struck were the elm, oak, ash and pop¬ 
lar.

(irliicipality of 1 Jppe-Hetmold exliaus- 
tive records were kept at all trt'cs 
struck hy lightning. These sliowed 
tliat trees standing near water sei'ined 
to b«' tlie moat likely to Im' hit, and 
gave tills table of c'omparatlvc danger: 
Haks, Ifif); elms, 77; pines, IW; firs, 10; 
fir trees In general, 27; beeches, by far 
the safest of all fort'st trees, 2.—New 
York Bun.
